NEMATODES SET 
WAR ON PLANTS 
UNDERGROUND 


AUBURN—Eel-like worms are 
slipping through Alabama soils, 
Staging an underground attack 
on truck crops. 

API Extension Horticulturist 
John Bagby said these pests— 
root knot nematodes—were 
found in two North Alabama 
counties dieting on tomatoes, 
okra, cucumbers, watermelons, 
and peppers during a_ recent 
survey. 

Bagby said nematodes are 
microscopic worms which feed 
on the roots of many different 
plants, causing galls or swell- 
ings and choking off water and 
plant food passage to leaves 
end stems. 

When starting to bear fruit, 
plants which have been attack- 
ed by the worms usually _ be- 
come stunted, begin to wilt, 
and may even die from lack of 
moisture and plant food. This 
condition is especially notice- 
able in dry weather. 

In addition to damage caus- 
€d by nematcdes themselves, 
plants are left so weakened by 
the attack that they lose their 
resistance to fusarium wilt and 
other diseases. Disease organ- 
isms also may enter plant roots 
through wounds made by ne- 
matodes. 

Nematode infested soil will 
tell the sad tale now, said Bag- 
hy. Pull up a number of plants 
in yarious parts of the field 
and examine the roots for 
knots or swellings. If many 
plants are affected, yields will 
surely be reduced. Should this 
be the case, it’s advisable to 
plan to take some action a- 
gainst a return of nematodes 
next year. 

Several materials now on 
market will give satisfactory 
control. Ethylene  dibromide, 
DD and nemagon are probably 
best for field use. Methyl bro- 
mide, vapam and VC-13 should 
give good results in plant beds 
and other small areas.

NOW BEST TIME 
FOR PLANTING 
OF COVER CROPS 


AUBURN—Alabama farmers 
can increase their 1958 incom- 
es by planting a winter cover 
on their croplands now. This 
cover leads to bigger yields by 
enriching the soil and  pro- 
tecting it at the same time 
from erosion and leaching. 

This week API Extension 
Agronomist J. C. Lowery 
pointed out that farmers mak- 
ing the best crop yields after 
year are those who use winter 
legumes each year to add plant 
nutrients to the soil. 

Lowery explained that con- 
ditions are now ideal for plant- 
ing winter cover crops. Recent 
rains throughout the state 
have put enough moisture in 
the soil for seed to germinate 
and come up to a good stand. 

To make cover crops an even 
more attractive proposition, 
the federal government throu- 
gh its Agricultural Conservat- 
ion Program will share the 
cost of both seed and fertilizer. 
However, thus far, only$4,247, 
674—68 percent of the state’s 
current allotment—has been 
issued. This money will be us- 
ed to help finance establish- 
ment of winter cover crops on 
23,465 farms, 

Crops under the cost-shar- 
ing program will be grazed, but 
cannot be harvested for grain 
hay, or seed. Instead they are 
to be turned under in the 
spring to add humus to __ the 
soil. 

Crops eligible for ACP pay- 
ments include Austraian winter 
peas, hairy or hollypod vetch, 
Willamette vetch, common 
crimson clover, reseeding crim- 
son clover, bur clover, ryegrass, 
rescue grass, and oats. 

The cost-sharing program 
calls for fertilizer to be applied 
shortly before or at planting 
time. If a soil test has been 
made, the fertilizer must be ap- 
plied according to recommmen- 
dations. If however, no _ soil 
test was made, then the ACP 
sets forth certain requirements 
for the farmer to follow.

ALA. POWER CO. 
PAYS TAX TO GO 
FOR EDUCATION 


Alabama Power Company tu- 
day paid its 1957 killowett- 
hour tax amounting to $421,143. 
This is in addition to all other 
taxes—local, state and federn 
paid by the Company aegre- 
gating approximately $21.900, 
000, of which it is estimated 
$1,900,000 will go to schools and 
other educational activities. It 
is the largest item of the Com- 
pany’s expense. 

The Killowatt-hour tax is 
imposed as an aid to education. 
Of the amount being paid by 
the Power Company today, ele- 
mentary and high schoo's will 
receive $317,584, fealtitutions of 
higher learning $59,297, and 
other educational services $44, 
262. The following counties, 
some of which are outside the 
Company’s service area, will 
receive more than $5.000 cach 
from the Campany’s kilowa‘ 
hour tax: Baldwin, Calhoun, 
Dallas, Dekalb, Etowah, Hous 
ton, Jefferson, Lauderdale, !

To do this, alter- 
nate layers of cooked spagh- 
etti with sauce and erated 
cheese in a casserole and store 
it in the refrigerator until 
time to take it out and heat in 
tne oven. 

Spaghetti just naturally calls 
for French bread with garlic 
butter. The hostess spreads 
this butter on the bread, wraps 
the loaf in aluminum foil to 
prevent its drying out, and 
heats it in the oven. A tossed 
green salad is ideal and a mini- 
mum amount of trouble. Then 
for a topping, the meal may be 
finished with a dessert.

It is again the time of year 
for pine seed gathering, ac- 
cording to Forest Ranger Gor- 
don M, Drewery. 

Since the increasing demand 
for seedlings is great, and the 
supply on hand is.short of de- 


mand, the forest service divis- 


ion’s employes are going all out 
to gather all pine seed possi- 
ble. 

Already sent from Coffee 
to Miller State Nursery have 
been between 500 and 600 
bushels of seed. One bushel of 
cones makes one pound of seed 
which, in turn, produce 1,500 
seedlings, 

Mr. Drewery said he would 
like to stress the fuct that fire 
season is near and the increase 
in forest acres calls for the 
continued interest of the pub- 
lic to help prevent wild fires. 

“Tt requires much time and 
labor to grow a tree but only 
one careless match can destroy 
it,” he said.

The great varieties of trees on 
the North American continent 
astonished our early settlers, it 
seems. At that time jn England they 
had known only 29 different kinds 
of trees; in France only 34; in Ger- 
many only 60, Even today all of 
Europe, not counting Russia, has 
only 85 species of trees. 

But on this continent there are 
more than 1,000. That’s because 
this is a big piece o’ land with cold 
climate in the North and hot in the 
South, with mountains, valleys, and 
plains and all kinds of soil. 

However, only about 100 species 
have commercial yalue; that is, are 
suitable for manufacturing into 
lumber, paper and other products.

Freeze Foods 


Among the newer 4 Il projects 
which have gained Steadily in 
popularity in the state is the 
national 4-H Frozen Foods pro- 
gram, Modern freezing equip- 
ment, a better understanding of 
the nutritive value of frozen 
foods, and rising cost of fresh 
foods have all been contributing 
factors. 

According to the United States 
Department of Agriculture, 4-H 
Club members last year froze an 
estimated seven million pounds 
of meat, vegetables, fruits and 
baked goods. Their valuable con- 
tribution to the family larder hag 
undoubtedly saved much time 
and money in preparing meals, 

As in all national 4-H awards 
programs, superior efforts of 
those who complete the projects 
are handsomely rewarded. In 
the frozen foods project, the 
Whirlpool-Seeger Corporation of 
St. Joseph, Michigan, will again 
provide county, state and na- 
tional awards for 4-H’ers whose 
records are judged best by the 
Cooperative Extension Service, 

In each county as many ag 
four medals may go to a blue 
award group. The state winner 
becomes a delegate to the 1957 
national 4-H Club Congress in 
Chicago, and will then be eligible 
for national honors. This top 
award is a $400 college scholar- 
ship, and will be presented to 
six national champions . during’ 
the Congress, 

Local 4-H leaders and Exten- 
sion Agents are now working 
with members who are eager to 
learn the fine points of selecting, 
freezing and storing a wide yari- 
ety of foodstuff. The peak of 
activity will center around the 
time when gardens and orchards 
are ready for harvesting,
